DIED BEFORE MARCH 22, 1836 WHEN HER BROTHER ERASMUS MADE AN AFFIDAVIT IN 
RICHMOND COUNTY CONCERNING GUARDIANSHIP OF THEIR MOTHER, MARY LOVE.

WILLIAM LOVE'S PARENTAGE HAS NOT BEEN ASCERTAINED. IT 
HAS BEEN MISTAKENLY REPORTED THAT HE WAS THE SON OF COL. 
DAVID LOVE AND HIS WIFE JEAN BLEWITT. COL DAVID LOVE SIMPLY
